FLAG DAY NEXT
SUNDAY, JUNE 14

On June 14, 1777, just 181 years ago
it was decidod by congress that the
flag of th United States then consist.
ing of 13 nnited states hold 18 stripes,
alteroated red and white and that the
union be 19 white stars on a field of
blus, but no provision was made at
that time for new states, bot as new
States were being admitled it was
necessary to make some provision for
their representation in the flag wo
another enactment toox place in 1818
when congress ordained that from
after the vext 4th of July the flag of
horizontal stripesa, alteroate red and
whits and that the union would be 20
white stars in a field of bloe, upon
the admission of new satate into the
opjon’s star shoold be added to the
flag, this to take place the next 4th
of July succeediog the adinission of
the state.

The American Flag Association was
formed in 1897, the objoet of this
association being to promote a fesl-
ivg of loyalty ana reversnoce for **Old
Glory*' apd Juuve 14, Flag Day, bas
oome to be reorganized as a nationsl!
aoniversary by the American people.

froit snd many new orchard homes
bulls.
